If there has been general agreem ent that the

prosperous. 
If people share the belief that Washington 
has taken a new lease on life as a soOrce of 
leadership, there will be no m ore need to 
w orry about popular loss of confidence in the 
federal governm ent, as there was during the 
twilight months of the T rum an adm inistration. 
If they subscribe to the conviction their coun­ 
try now is on the threshold of a golden era of 
living, with higher spiritual and m aterial stan­ 
dards than ever were attainable before, a golden 
era will dawn. 
M er are not at the m ercy of the w orld’s m is­ 
takes. They can rise above them . They can sur­ 
m ount their hatreds,

Social What? 
The best thing that could happen to social 
security would be to get it aw ay from the 
politicians and pressure groups long enough to 
see w hat it looks like. 
Since that is out of the question, every m an 
and woman who m ay be draw ing social-security 
paym ents some day should try to look behind 
and beyond the scenic effects provided by spell­ 
binders. 
The Eisenhow er adm inistration’s intention to 
broaden old-age benefits to cover all w orkers 
m akes social security meaningful to every per­ 
son who works for a living. Millions who have 
given no attention to the original Social Security 
Act passed in 1935 had better start to think 
about it now.

penses and carrying the total expenditure as a 
trust fund inside the national debt financially 
sound? 
It has been 18 years since social security be­ 
cam e a federal policy. But after 18 years it 
still hasn’t been decided how these two basic 
questions should be answered

But Eddie and I were boys to­ 
gether on the sidewalks and in the 
gutters of the E ast Side of New 
York during the first decade of 
our lives. We went to the sam e He­ 
brew School. We w ere attracted to 
the Educational Alliance and went 
to the sam e cam p at Suprise Lake. 
n ear Cold Spring. New York: we 
w ere both m em bers of the Cam p 
Club where we learned that there 
was such a thing as Cushing’s 
“ M anual” and that life had to be 
orderly to be effective. We cam e 
under the sam e influences of m ag­ 
nificent m en and women who de­ 
voted their lives to the children of 
im m igrants whose first language 
was not English and whose first 
experience with organized life was 
the street gang. 


SOME DAY, some im aginative 
artist will w’rite the story of these 
boys and girls who wanted to do 
things and w’ho, if not early cap­ 
tured by constructive forces, fell 
into the clutches of destructive ele­ 
m ents. 
I recall so vividly the old Kid 
Twist Gang on P itt Street that at­ 
tracted to itself young boys who j 
m ight have been Eddie Cantors 
and George Jessels and W a l t e r 
Winchells, to mention three of the 
Gus Edw ards boys, but who be­ 
cam e Gyp the Bloods and Lefty 
Louies and Lepkes and G urrahs 
because they were not absorbed in 
the m oral atm osphere and the re­ 
ligious life of the E ast Side. 
It was alw ays obvious that E d­ 
die would be on the stage because 
he never could m ake his feet be­ 
have. But in the theatrical work of 
the 
Educational 
Alliance, 
I am 
sure that I did better than Eddie 
until m y father discovered w hat I 
was up to and put an end to that. 


M any of us w ere attracted to th# 
stage, to political oratory and to 
other form s of expressions. I re­ 
call Dave S arnoff—they call him a 
general these days and he heads 
the RCA and KBC, but in those 
days he was just a kid from , I 
believe it was C herry Street, who 
always had his nose in a book in 
the library. 
And right behind me at the pre­

WHEN I SAW, in the motion pic­ 
ture, the first batch of kids, which 
included 
Eddie 
and 
m yself, 
up 
there on Surprise Lake, where w’e 
saw' our first green grass that was 
not in a park, and the first snakes 
that were not in a glass cage, and 
the first cow that gave milk, and 
the first farm er that was not in a 
com edy skit, I lived again that ex­ 
perience. and I could hear Eddie 
sing, “The bear went over the 
m ountain,” and all of a sudden, it 
was “ School D ays,” and “ Sun Bon­ 
net Sue.” and a wholfe world re­ 
turned to me. 
\nd as I think of it, not we but 
the carefully supervised children 
of today are to be pitied. They 
seem to lack fervor and im agina­ 
tion. We m ade our own am use­ 
m ents. We planned acts and plays 
and sang and danced. 
Today, sim ilar children sit phleg­ 
m atically and turn on the radio 
and television or go to the movies 
w here they sit for hours in the 
dark. They do so little for them ­ 
selves. They are so dependent on 
m echanical devices. They are such 
slaves to money. 
In those days, somehow we learn­ 
ed that to give p art of w hat you 
get to the fellow who has nothing 
is no disgrace either way. We call­ 
ed it “divvying.”

Whither Leadest They? 
D em ocratic “ leaders.” it is reported in W ash­ 
ington dispatches, are sniffish about President 
Eisenhow er’s invitation to m eet with him and 
Republican “ lead ers” on Jan. 5 to talk over his 
state-of-the-union m essage. 
The D em ocrats are said to feel the President 
has w aited too long to recognize their im port­ 
ance and will have to pay a penalty for not 
playing the political gam e to suit them 
Since there are some Republican leaders tak­ 
ing the sam e attitude—that Eisenhower will 
have to pay a penalty for not playing the 
political gam e to suit them either—it’s a ques­ 
tion of some im portance as to who is following 
those leaders. 
Their only conceivable im portance as consul­ 
tants of the President or as his opponents, if 
th at is what they decide to be, as in term s of 
their followers. 
They have no power to do either good or 
evil in the governm ent unless they represent 
large num bers of United States citizens. 
Before they ride off in too m any direction* 
in this age-old business of putting political pres­ 
sure on the President they'd better look beh.nd 
them to see if they have any followers. 
Or they might take another look at the popular 
vote in the presidential election of 1952. to re­ 
mind them selves that it was Dwight Eisenhower, 
not the politicians running for Congress, who 
swept the country.

Not 
the least of her bitterness she had 
with one of those new com ers to the 
anti-Com m unist fight—a m an who 
had discovered that he could m ake 
an easy buck out of this battle 
against evil which has taken so 
much out of the hearts and pockets 
of som any of us since the early 
Twenties. The actress’ press agent 
had w ritten to this chap asking him 
for a list of her political tran s­ 
gressions. Back cam e the list of 
her previous pro-Commie affilia­ 
tions. With it was a bill for $200 
for “ research .” It took a little while 
for the Hollywood executive a n d 
m yself to explain that such profes­ 
sional anti-Com munists had noth­ 
ing in common with the honest 
crusaders who have fought Com­ 
m unism through the years because 
it is the hangm an of liberalism 
and decency. 


THIS INCIDENT occurred not 
too long after an over-zealous Hoo­ 
sier lady obviously delighted the 
Com munists by charging. “ There 
is a Communist directive in edu­ 
cation now to stress the story of 
Robin Hood. They w’ant it stress­ 
ed because he robbed the rich and 
gave it to the poor.’’ 
This delighted the lefties because 
it tended to m ake anti-Com mum sts 
appear so downright silly. We could 
only sputter. Then with one swift 
phrase she alm ost set anti-Com- 
m unism back to the P aris Com­ 
m une of 1848. She dem anded that 
all inform ation on the Quakers and 
their religious beliefs be expunged 
from school books—on the grounds 
that they were pacifists and did 
not perm it their men to fight w ars. 
N aturally there were those who 
saw to it that this hyper-thyroidism 
was spread over the nation. The 
im age of anti-Com munists burning 
books in children’s nurseries was 
raised across the land. 
It left m any of us fearful that 
subsequent 
exposures 
of 
some 
unionists 
engaged 
in 
espionage 
would be pounced on by the unin­ 
form ed—and used to condemn all 
labor. We were distrubed lest the 
discovery of spies of a particular 
religious faith start a wave of hys­ 
teria against that faith, just as the 
lady from Indiana had hit t h e 
Q uakers because of their pacifism . 
I have two such stores in mind. 
One union, which claim s it has 
broken with Com m unism , is sus­ 
pected by W ashington’s highest se­ 
curity officers of still being c<*xt- 


trolled by a Com m unist cell hid­ 
den deep in that outfit. Some day, 
sooner or later, that story will 
break out of W ashington—and it 
is believed it will be shown that 
the controlling cell is interested 
in sabotage and espionage. 


IT 
IS 
IMPORTANT 
that

| story, when it breaks, be treated 
J sim ply as the story of one union. 
1 If all form erly left wing unions 
are condemned and discredited, so 
w’ill be all form er Com m unists, 
j And this country will lose vital in­ 
ternal allies w'ho have contributed 
m ightily to our world-wide fight 
i against Com m unist 
m ilitary 
ag- 
| gression. 
The second story involves a Com­ 
m unist ring which has infiltrated 
the fund raising field—and put its 
hands on the m oney raising ap­ 
paratus of an im portant charity. 
This ring actually has placed a 
friend of the Soviet Chinese dic­ 
tator, Mao Tse Tung, in a money 
j raising spot, utterly unbeknown to 
the good people who have hired 
| him. 
When this story is exposed, it is 
of the utm ost im portance to the 
fight against Communism and in­ 
tolerance 
that 
the 
exposure 
be 
treated as an isolated instance— 
and not as the basis for an unin­ 
form ed cam paign against any re­ 
ligious or charitable group. 
Intelligence, tolerance and sensi­ 
tivity of civil rights can be easily 
respected in any investigation of 
subversive activities. 
I refer you to recent moves in 
Texas and M assachusetts. E arly 
i this month the Texas Industrial 
Commission probed som e left wing 
and pro-Com m unist unions. It re- 
1 ported to Gov. Shivers that. “ With 
the exception of the leaders nam ed 
in this hearing of three unions un­ 
der investigation, there was no tes­ 
timony that indicated that a n y 
m em ber of a Texas labor union 
was a C om m unist." 
The com m ission then created a 
“ Legal Advisory C om m ittee’’ to as­ 
sist the governor—and asked that 
“organized labor” nam e one of 
the com m ittee’s three law yers. 
In M assachusetts, a new com ­ 
mission to probe Com m um sm as­ 
sures witnesses their right to coun­ 
sel and an added statem ent at the 
conclusion of any hearing. A n y 
person nam ed in testim ony m ay 
also file a statem ent or appear 
in his own behalf. 
We can get them . But obviously 
we don’t need to use their tactics,

Russia n Development Holds World Peaee Hopes 


(In 
articles 
printed 
earlier 
this w eek, William L. Ryan has 
reported his observations in the 
Soviet Union. In today's con­ 
cluding article, a summing up, 
he relates how the program the 
Soviet government has charted 
for itself amid various pres­ 
sures 
from 
its 
peoples, 
may 
hold hope for the West.) 


The Soviet Union needs at least 
IO years to get its “ two to three 
y ea rs” internal developm ent pro­ 
gram on a firm foundation. In this 
fact lies perhaps the w orld’s g reat­ 
est hope for peace that will last. 
In that IO years, there is reason 
to expect, Moscow will avoid any 
risk of involvem ent in a m ajor 
world conflict, even while attem p­ 
ting to hold its gains outside its 
borders. But with the m any dilem ­ 
m as and contradictions facing the 
Soviet Union, w’ith its present trend 
of 
developm ent, 
anything 
can 
happen. 
Much of the Soviet Union today 
is like the Am erica of the turn of 
the century, flexing its m uscle. In 
today’s world its developm ent is 
likely to be sw ifter. But it races 
years of road building, hom e build­ 
ing. m achine production and tran s­ 
port developm ent. The greatest ob­ 
stacle in its way is the bureau­ 
cracy built up by the Com m unist 
p arty under Stalin. In order to ap­ 
proach 
successes prom ised, 
the 
governm ent 
of 
P rem ier 
G eirgi 
M alenkov will have to wield a 
willing knife against the red tape. 
There is no end of confidence 
being expressed, high and low— 
real confidence that the job can 
be done. Soviet people are looking 
anxiously but dem andingly to Mos­ 
cow and the “ new governm ent.” 
Some diplom ats think it possible 
this governm ent feels it can drain 
off som e of the vast expenditures 
for arm y and arm am ents energy 
and new powerful weapons. Such a 
course would release m uch needed 
m aterial and m anpow er for the 
consum er program . But the atti­ 
tude of the Soviet arm y, m ore and 
m ore a plower in today’s Moscow, 
is a big question m ark. 
At any rate, the turning inward 
for which m any in the West had 
hoped seem s to be taking place. 
Along with this developm ent com es 
a 
series 
of 
contradictions 
and 
dilem m as. Here are some: 
I. WThile avoiding m ajor w ar, the

peace in the non-Communist sense 
of the word. It has experim ented 
and

the 
ferocious enem y at the door. 
2. But, while telling the people 
on the one hand that they are 
threatened by an outside enemy 
arm ed to the teeth and ready to 
strike, the regim e also tells them 
to m ake m ore refrigerators and 
vacuum cleaners, household goods 
and clothing, passenger autom o­ 
biles and radios. Such propaganda 
could produce skepticism . People 
m ight logically expect to be told 
they m ust tighten their belts and 
m ake weapons if an enem y is at 
the gates. 
3. Having prom ised the better 
life and advertised it so broadly 
and constantly, the new regim e 
will be obliged to m ake some sem ­ 
blance of a delivery. It no longer 
has the absolute central power of 
the Stalin dictatorship, and its po­ 
lice arm has been weakened by the 
furious blood purge of Laventry 
B eria and the MVD. For the pro­ 
gram to succeed, som ething m ust 
give way. Does the U.S.S.R. dare 
decrease its heavy industry pro­ 
duction, its m unitions production or 
its arm ed forces? 
4. The Moscow regim e seem s to 
have no intention of giving up its 
hold on that p art of the world it 
now dom inates. But this continues 
to drain m anpow er and*resources 
needed on the home front. Already 
there is a severe m anpow er short­ 
age. 
5. The regim e seem s to have no 
intention of veering aw ay from its 
policy of supporting 
Com munist 
activities abroad, of encouraging 
chaos and rebellion. Yet, in so do­ 
ing. it increases the danger of open 
conflict which it cannot afford. 
6. W h i l e 
prom ising 
Com mu­ 
nism , the regim e actually is mov­ 
ing aw ay from the Leninist path, 
even as its big neighbor, China, is 
struggling 
tow ard 
the 
Leninist 
goals. Already there is a vast sec­ 
tor of the Soviet population which 
can be considered m iddle class. 
with private property instincts and 
the determ ination to pass on to 
following generations w'hat it has 
accum ulated. 
The twin calam ities of Stalinism 
and World W ar II held down the 
economic growth of the vast, rich 
and powerful country. The possibil­ 
ities are all there. Industrializa-

The m iddle class has little 
in common with revolutionary Bol­ 
shevism and little taste for throw ­ 
ing aw ay its gains for the glory 
of the World Revolution. 
There is still another factor. Al­ 
though there is vast ignorance on 
the p art of the Soviet people about 
the W estern world, the b arriers 
already have been pierced. In or­ 
der to take advantage of W estern 
m ethods, it has been necessary for 
the Soviet Union to expose a large 
num ber of educated persons to 
W estern influences. Evidences that 
the Soviet Union copies Am erican 
ways can be seen on the streets of 
any Soviet city. 
All these things add up to hope 
for the world—hope that the pres­ 
ent state of w ar without guns will 
gradually develop into som ething 
resem bling peace.

During the week days the Rev Sabine Baring- 
Could ministered to his little congregation at the 
mill town of Horbury, England. On Sondaya he 
converted his bachelor quarters into a meeting 
house. At night he held school in the same room 
After school he retired to his upstairs bedroom 
and wrote into the small hours of morning 
W hitmonday was a day of festival for the chil­ 
dren of Horbury. And it was custom for them 
to march, with crosse? and banners, to a neigh­ 
boring town to join other children for the an 
nual celebration. For the event in 1854 the Rev, 
L’aring-Gould was asked to escort the group. On 
the night before he searched hymnals for a song 
the children might sing as thev marched. Giving 
up his search, lie wrote some verses of his own;
